\French Canada Leader 
Succumbs To Illness 
Of Less Than Month 


MONTREAL, Nov. 26.—(CP)—Rt. Hon. Ernest

Canada, died in hospital today after a critical illness of less 
‘than a month.

Death came in the ninth day of the gravest period of 
his illness, during which a series of attacks had shaken 
his rugged frame. Describing him as “unpredictable,” his 
medical advisers said only his “remarkable” resistance had 
brought him back from the gravest of crises. 


But today his stout heart, weakened by the hard fight 
for life, gave way under the strain. Authorities at Notre 
Dame hospital announced that death came at 9:15 a.m. 
E.D.T. (6:15 a.m., M.S.T.). +

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Hitler Is The Deformed Progeny Of Nietzsche And Wagner

No one, for instance, can even pretend 
to understand present-day Europe who 
does not have more than a_ superficial 
acquaintance with Richard Wagner, not 
only as a musician, but as an influence, 
and with Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche 

Hitler is nothing except a grotesque 
caricature of these two titanic geniuses 
Nietzsche is the spiritual grandparent of 
the whole Fascist movement, and Musso- 
lini admits his indebtedness, 

Yet Nietzsche, were he -alive, would 
certainly repudiate Hitler as his most gift- 
ed pupil, Stefan George, lived to do. And 
Nietzsche but caught up what was in the 
spiritual and mental! air of all Europe and 
transmitted it in iridescent brilliance 

The clue to the European situation lies 
in this—that the genius of every European 
nation is—European. Ir is not “German” 
or “French,” except by coloration. Goethe, 
Byron, Wagner, Nietzsche, Stendhal, Maz- 
zini, Heine, Rolland— to take a few great 
names at random, were supra-national, 
even when, like Wagner, they tried to be- 


come nationalists. 
All great Frenchmen have been great 
Europeans. So have all great Germans 


That is why Hitler is not a great German, 
and why it is a sacrilege to mention him 
in the same breath with Napoleon, whc 
was a great European until blinded by his 
own ambitions. Beethoven—a great Euro- 
pean—recognized him as such and tore up 
the eroica dedication when an idol de- 
meaned himself to wear the crown of

domination, 


himself 
Revealing the Mind 


What has this to do with the war, you 
ask, and with the peace? Briefly: every- 
thing. For we can discern one tendency 
that reveals the mind, yearnings and dir- 
ection of Europe: the desire of Europe to 
unite; to be Europe. 

Yet, the urge to unity in Europe is a 
different urge from the one toward unity 
in any single nation. For as deep as the 
urge to unity is the consciousness of 
nationality. Americans tend to think far 
too simply of Europe, and that is one 
reason why many of them see in Hitler 
someone who “anyhow will get all those 
quarreling nations together.” But Europe 
—the strength of Europe, the immense 
creativeness of that tiny peninsula of 
Asia, arises out of the very tensions of 
that highly variegated society. Europe 
seeks unity with diversity. The blotting 
out of a single national strain depletes by 
that much the color and strength of the 
remarkable and incomparable structure 
that is Europe, 

The Swiss, whose political organization 
is the soundest on the continent, realize 
most fully this “unity with diversity,” for 
that tiny state grants extreme autonomy 
to every canton, and even recognizes 
Rhaeto-Romanic, the language of a mere 
handful of its citizens, as an official 
tongue 

Europe—the Europe that seeks unity 


with Diversity, that recognizes the one- 
ness: “Europe,” and that yet cherishes 
nationality—has had two enemies. Those 


enemies are modern Germany and Great 
Britain. 
Will to Dominate 


Europe has feared modern Germany 
because it fears the will to dominate 
rather than to lead. Specifically, it has 


feared in Germany the Prussian military 
spirit which is without any integration in 
European thought, and which is native to 
the Eastern plains where Europe begins to 
die. , 

This spirit, since its birth, has menaced 
the Europe that wishes unity with divers- 
ity, by the threat of putting the whale 
structure under a steel helmet. 

Hitler is only the twentieth century 
version, in the most vulgar form yet, of 
the spirit that all Europe fears 

But, Europe also fears Britain. For, 
if Germany is the enemy of Europe's 
diversity, Britain has been the enemy of its 
unity 

Britain, insular and never quite Euro- 
pean, and the seat, furthermore, of a 
world-wide association of non-European 
states, has, for her own protection, tried 
to keep a balance of power in Europe, 
allying herself now with these continental 
states and now with those, but consistent- 
ly following a policy of divide and rule. 

Today Britain is in the mood to depart 
from that policy and prove herself in the

The building of the fast-moving arm- 
ored vehicles at the rate of more than 200 
a month is typical of an Australian war- 
time industry attainment, the magnitude 
of which, according to Sir Alexander Rog- 
er, chairman of the British Tank Board, 
“England does not realize, and even Aus- 
tralia does not fully appreciate.” 

Two major achievements of world im- 
portance are associated with the produc- 
tion of these highly useful army vehicles 
in Australian factories: The attainment of 
a rate of output comparable to British, 
American and German wartime standards 
of factory production; the invention of an 
original Australian process for the manu- 
facture of armor plate. 

The story of how Australian metallurg- 
ists produced, by a revolutionary procéss, 
a bullet-proof steel, which is cheaper to 
make ‘than any armor plate yet made in 
Britain or the United States, is one of the 
many romances of Australian wartime 
industry 

The first bullet-resisting steel for Aus- 
tralian machine-gun carriers was made in 
Newcastle by standard methods requiring 
the importation of a number of alloys, 
particularly niekel, A year ago when the

difficulties of importing these expensive 
alloys became acute, the chiefs of the Min- 
istry of Munitions summoned a conference 
of five of the leading metallurgists in the 
Commonwealth, and asked them if they 
had ever thought of the production of a 
bullet-proof steel without the use of these 
alloys. 

“That,” they replied, “has been a met- 
allurgist's dream for a quarter of a cen- 
tury”. 

They promised, however, to speed up 
experiments which had been in progress 
for severe! years, and, in a few months, 
they produced in Newcastle a stee] which 
not only contained none of the alloys 
mentioned, and therefore did not require 
heat treatment, but whieh was so malle- 
able that it could be welded instead of 
riveted. This was an enormous advance 
on oversea practice. 

The significance of this metallurgical 
achievement may become even more 
marked when the time comes to supply 
heavier armor plate in large quantities 
for the construction of Australian tanks. 

To ensure the construction of machine- 
gun carriers “in numbers comparable with 
British, American and German wartime 
standards, the Ministry of Munitions let 
contracts for the manufacture of compon- 
ent parts to many firms in the five States, 
and established four assembly shops in- 
stead of one. Thus it is possible to turn 
out vehicles in quantities four times as 
great as could be achieved by ordinary 
peacetime production methods, 

The new machines, which have been 
sent abroad in large numbers to equip the 
A.LF, in Malaya and the Middle East, are 
infinitely superior in performance to those 
which rolled off the assembly line 12

Freedom for Europe from British con- 
tinental alliances, and the most far-reach- 
ing collaboration with the new world, 
economically and for defense, This, of 
course, would mean more than unity with 
diversity for Europe; it would mean unity 
with diversity for the whole of western 
civilization, old and new. 

For such a program we would find 
allies among all Germans who are Euro- 
peans, and those are the best Germans. 
To such a program all Europe would re- 
pair. For it would cut clean across Hitler's 
political strategy by removing his greatest

No ambiguous eight points that com- 
pletely muff the desire of Europe to be 
one will ever furnish the plan with which 
this war can be won in the realm of ideas, 
And, unless it can be won in that realm,

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Lion-Hearted Lapointe 


By GRANT DEXTER 
OTTAWA.—The Rt. Hon. Ernest 
pointe is dead. 
The career begun in 1876 on a habitant 
farmstead on the Gaspe Peninsula ended 
in Notre Dame hospital, Montreal. The 


farm boy had become one of the foremost 
statesmen of the Commonwealth. Fiction 
would scarcely dare to spin so fantastic a 
tale. Yet the record runs so smoothly as 
to be undramatic. 

The parish priest singled out young 
Lapointe and sent him to Rimouski Col- 
lege, where he won the Prince of Wales 
scholarship, proceeded to Laval University 
and the profession of law. A village law- 
yer and then, in 1904, a backbencher in 
the Commons. He was something of a 
sight, this young French-Canadian, six 
foot three in his socks, who insisted on 
wearing a beret instead of a hat in the 
Commons. It was nine years before he 
made his maiden speech in English 

Laurier recognized in him the authen- 
tic Liberal, Along about 1917, in talking 
with a friend who sadly lamented that 
there remained none of the old French 
Liberals—Rouges as they were called— 
Laurier replied: “But, no. There is one— 
Lapointe.” He took his fill from 1916-18 
of heady partisanship; moved forward to 
the Liberal front bench after the great 
exodus of 1917; emerged a statesman in 
1919. His was among the great speeches 
at the national convention—a plea for the 
healing of wounds, for the burying of 
bloodied hatches, for unity, 


A Great Canadian 


Mr. Lapointe, after 1919, was the un- 
disputed leader of his people. But never 
did he think of himself as a French-Cana- 
dian, always a Canadian. His life was 
dedicated to the upbuilding not of Quebec 
but of Canada, Only towards the close 
did he feel his life work imperilled, and 
it was this feeling which drew from him, 
on his deathbed, the words: “My main 
regret is that I may be called away when 
I should be serving my country.” 

ie a ae 
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At his best, of course, Mr. Lapointe 
spoke in French and to his own people, 
The Duplessis campaign in October, 1939, 
witnessed scenes unparalleled in living 
memory. Lapointe, after addressing a 
mass meeting of 12,000 in Quebec city, re- 
turned to the front of the platform when 
the people would not stir. He was weep- 
ing; many in the audience were weeping. 
He wiped the tears from his eyes, like a 
small boy, with the backs of his hands, 
faced an audience suddenly hushed. The 
unison of spirit was complete as Lapointe 
whispered: “You and I have the same 
heart and soul. We have the same desire 
~—to see the greatness of our Canada, We 
shall fight side by side, and we shall win.” 

It may now be told that in accepting 
Duplessis’ challenge Mr. Lapointe acted 
against the wishes of Mr, King, indeed 
against the judgment of most of his cab- 
inet colleagues. Yet this victory, great 
though it was, was not the crowning 
mercy. The real test was yet to come, 
and that death struck him down before 
his work was done, his last’ words make 


clear, 
Collective Security 

After the outbreak of war in Septem- 
ber, 1939, Mr. Lapointe underwent great 
travail of soul. He never for a moment 
doubted that the war was Canada’s war 
But this meant a reversal of the foreign 
policy of no commitments which he had 
vigorously supported for 20 years, He 
would have nothing to do with collective 
security. He would not pledge Canada to 
resist aggression, So far as force was con- 
cerned, he was an isolationist,

That he had reached firm ground was 
apparent in the spring of this year. “All 
the mists have rolled from our eyes,” was 
how he put it in one of his Quebec 
speeches. 

There are a score of war speeches 
which tell the story of a sou! in travail.

Not a single foul or angry word 
have we heard These British working 
men have impressed us as being gentle- 
men without veneer.

And now he spoke as one inspired:

Our struggle is not only for our- 
seives, for the defence of our liberties 
and our homes and our altars, but 
also for the deliverance of that part 
of the human race which the Nazi 
vulture already tears with his talons.
